that appertain not to them. True Reformation, like Charity, 
begins at home, and makes Men more careful to corrett their own 
Faults, than topry into and cenſure the Manners of others : Such 
Cenſores morum had need have not only ſufficient Authority, 
but an exemplary and unſpotted Integrity ; leſt their own Miſ- 
carriages ſhould upbraid the forwardneſs of their Zeal, and con- 
ute their gooalieſt Pretences. |

- But to come to et, What are. thoſs 
good or eyil: things, about which our Zeal may.

- Firſt, To be zealous for the Glory of Go D, and 
the Honour of his Laws, 1s to be zealouſly afte- 
ed in a good thing. The Glory of God 1s the 
great end of our Creation ; and as the Almighty 
\ ever propounds it to Himſelf, ſo: ought 2ve to 
make 1t the principal aim and ſcope of all our 
Actions: Whether ye eat or drink (faith the A- 
poſtle) or whatever ye do, do all to the praiſe and 
. gory of God, 1 Cor. To. This 1s to be the.chief 
- care and buſineſs of our Lives,-in which if we are 
- fincere, we cannot eafily exceed ; for the higheſt 
_ degrees of all pos Aﬀections, are to be fix d on 
 Gop: Heisto have our moſt ardent Love, our 
| ſtrongeſt Defire, our firmeſt Hope, our pureſt. 
Joy; all which, when ſcrew'd up to the higheſt 
pitch, fall vaſtly ſhort of the infinite Perfe&tions 
_ of his Nature, and our great Obligations to. his 
Goodneſs. . And therefore our Minds ſhould 
«be eagerly bent on things, whereby Go Dd may be 
* g/orified, that his Power, Wiſdom and Goodneſs 
- may be celebrated in the World, and his Praiſes 
| ſound to-the ends of the Earth. Again, We are

_ all our Faculties ; and-when we ſtand thus affe&- 
ed to the Honour of GoD, and his Lays, then 
may we be truly {aid to be zealou/ly affefed in a 
good thing ; '- yea, mn the crea e/t good; and the 
| be/i of things. 

Secondly, To be zealous for the Honour of 
CHRIsr, and the DoFrme deliverd by Him, 1s 
| to be zealou/ly affefed in a good thing. This is 
the Zeal here recommended by St. Pax, namely, 
To:ſtrive*for the Truths of. the Goſpel, againft 
thoſe falſe Teachers, that would ſubvert or un- 
dermine them. And herein, we of Zh:is ze 
ought to be more than ordinarily zealous, when 
the Being and Divinity of Caur1sT are both | 
call'd in queſtion, and the Myſteries of the Goſpel } 
not only denzed, but derided. Ts not a-Crucified 
Savior once more become a //umbling block: to 
ſome, and to others Foo/z/hneſs? And do not too 
many uſe their Tongues and Wits, in decrying 
all Divine Reyelations ? . And is 1t not time to 
appear for Chriſt, and his Religion, in ſuch a 


profane and diffolute- Age ? St. Zude -exhorts 
Chriſtt- 


 Chriſtians'to Contend earneſily for the Faith once 
aelivered to the Saints ; and elſewhere we are _ 
charg'd, not to let go, but to hold fafi the Pro- 
Feſjion of our Faith, without wavering ; meaning, 
that we ſhould not berray it by Cowardiſe, nor 
_ corrupt? 1t with Error, .nor ſuffer it to be loſt or 
ſwallowed up by Infidelity'; but to: come forth 
in the defenſe of the'Truth, againſt all its Adyer- 
aries ; to uſe 'our utmoſt endeayours, in our 
| ſeveral Stations, to vindicate the Honour of our 
SaviovR, uf ever we hope to. be fay'd by him: 
He that denies me before Men, (ſaith Chriſt him- 
ſelf) himwill T deny before my Father that is in 
Heaven. Now to d:/own the Truths of the Goſpel, 
.or to refuſe to appear in the defenſe of them, 
when call d-:in queſtion, 1s indeed no better than 
to deny him: : And what can ſuch expe&, but to 
be for ever 'd:/own'd and'deny'dby him at the laſt 
day ? Wherefore 'tis both the. Duty and Intereſt 
_ of all that are called Chriſtians, to be zealous for 
the Honour of Chri/?, to vindicate his Truths, 
and to adorn his Doctrine with a holy Converſa- 
. t10n. | | . 

Thirdly, To be zealous for the Church of Gop, 
15 to be zealouſly affeaed in a good thing: And 
that as the Church 1s ſometimes taken for. the

That ardent Love we owe to God, requires us _ 
to-love the things of God, and to have a due re- 
gard to all that belongs to him ; among which, 
we are commanded to haltow his Sabbath, and to 
' reverence his Sanftuary. David tells us, that 
the Zeal of God's houſe had even conſumed him, 
Pfal. 69. 9. He was ſo paſſionately affe&ed to- 
wards the reverence and decency of 'thoſe Places, 
that he thought he could not better ſhew his. 
Honour to God, than by reyerencing the p/ace 
where his Honour dwells. After that we read, 
what time, care and coſt King So/omorn beſtow d 
in building and beautifying the Temple; by 
which, he at once erected an Habitation for the 
Glory of his Maker, and a laſting Monument of 
his own Honour. < 
But leſt any ſhould take this only for a piece of 
Old-Te/tament Zeal, we find our Blefled Saviour 
ſo zealous for the honour of the Temple, that 
he zever diſcoyer'd a higher a&t of Indignation, 
than againft the Prophaners of it ; for himſelf 
whippd the Buyers and Sellers out of it, who 
had made the Hou/e of Prayer a Den of 1 hieves, 
overturning the Tables of the Money-changers, 

_ and the Seats of them that ſold Doves; and that 
with an Indignation too, ſo much beſide his or- 
dinary temper, that the Diſciples could not but 
call to mind, and apply to him, what was pro- 
pheſied of him, The Zeal of thy houſe hath eaten

| ane up.: By this great example we learn, that a | 
| true Chriſtian Zeal may be e/} employ'd. about 
| the purifying of.God's houſe, and ſecuring it from 
| all profanation. Moreoyer, we find the Apoſtles

Church, as alſo for the comel:neſs, order and reve- 
rence of the pubiick Worſhip us'd in it :- So that 
to be zealous againſt Sacridedge, which is the pol- 
luting of -God's holy.

| God, againſt Seducers that /ay :n att Fo deceive,

'Thdeed, what Heat 1s to the Body, that is Zeal 
to the 'Sonl;;' the yery /zfe, health and vigour of 
It; the ſource of all its ativity and motion : and 
as the Body without Heat,is but a heavy,lumpiſh 
Carcaſe, ſo the Soul without Zeal, is ſluggiſh 
and unactive, and little better than dead in rre/- 
paſſes and /rs. But the Goodneſs of Zeal may 
be beſt ſeen in the good EfeF#s produc'd by it, and 
the greatneſs of the Reward annext to it. 

Firſt, I ſay, the Goodneſs of Zeal may be ſeen 
in the good Efetts produc'd by it: Great and noble | 
things have been atchiey'd by fervent Zeal ; it | 
hath inſpir'd the Soul with vigour and courage, | 
{trong-enough to conquer the greateſt difficulties, , | 
and to carry it above and beyond all oppoſition : | 
by. this Lo? deferr'd the deſtruction of Sodom , 
and had there been a few more ſuch, it would 
have prevented that direful Conflagration that | 
conſum'd them : For as one heat draws out an- | 
other, ſo the fire of irue Zeal weakens the fire | 
of God's Zealou/y, and keeps his zwrath from | 
breaking forth. Phinehas's Zeal ſtopt the fury | 
of the deſtroying Angel,caus'd the Plague to ceaſe, 
and reſtor'd Health and Peace unto {/rae/. The 
| time Would fail me, to rehearſe the many and | 
great things that have been effected by it, for the 
honour of God, the welfare of his Church, and | 
the ſatety of his People : neither indeed can * |

Z be {rSRSTPY for Zeal kindles Sth flames of <—T 
in the Breaſt of our Maker, and draws his:Aﬀe@ti- 
ons to us ; it engages him'of our fide, :and 5 God 
be for 'us, who can be again/i us? Nothing-can be, 
too great for his infinite Goodneſs to grant, and 
nothing can be too hard for his infinite Power to 
| efte@ for us. 
| But the Goodneſs of Zea will more fully ap- 
pear, in the grearneſs of the Reward annext to 
it hereafter ; when our imperfe& defires of pro- 
 moting God's Glory now, will end in the ad- 
vancement of our own ; when the little ſparks 
of Zeal here, will improve' into. a celeſtial Fire, 
- which will ſtill burn in ovr Breafts towards Go-D, 
and'in Fs towards #s. In a word, This zealous 
_ difpofition will 'prepare and qualify us for the 
bliſsful Regions above, where our preſent faint 
 Praifimgs of God, ſhall be advanc'd into extaſy 
and rapture; and we, like the Seraphims, ſhall . 
| dwell for ever in «the pure and unquenchable 
mes of Divine Love: Which, whoever well 
conſiders, will ſee abundant cauſe-to ſay with the

Zeal, that are to be found 'in the World; - and 
theſe are indeed but too many, of .which I ſhall 
mention a few : 'To which end you may obſerye, 
- - Firſt, That Zea/ being compounded of the two 
ruling Paſſions of the Soul, Love and Anger, may 
and often does admit of two extreams; the one in 
theexceſs,when 'tis over-hot and eager; the other 
inthe dJefedF, when 'tis too cold or lukewarm ; and 
tis too frequent and eafy for Men to fall into one 
of theſe: The firſt is an inordinate heat in Re- 
ligion, which tranſports Men beyond the true 
bounds, and runs 1t into ſpiritual Fury and Er- 
Zhuſiaſm ; of this kind was that of the 7ew/b 
Zealots, who pretending to a ſecret Impulle from 
above, did many vile and enormous things, com- 
mitting Riots, Rapins, Murders, and ſo deſtroy'd 
the Temple by an irregular Zeal in defending it ; 
which intemperate heat of theirs,occafion'd great | 
Troubles to that whole Church and Nation. And - 
very like to this is the Zur:ous and di/orderly Zeal 

of Sefaries and Enthu/ia/ts in our days, who 

under a'pretence of higher [lluminations, and di- 

vine Inſptrations,have greatly diſturb'd the peace 

of Kingdoms, and by their fierce and eager Con- - 
tentions about Religion, have endangerd the loſs 
of all: This hot fiery Zeal our bleſſed Savi- 
our blam'd in ſome of his own Diſciples, . who; 
in a _fit of Rage, call'd for Fire from. Heayen; 
to. | 


to conſume the Samaritans; for which they re- |] 
ceiy'd that ſharp Rebuke, that They knew. not 
what manner of Spirit they were of ; ' they did 
not know or conſider the true Spirit of Chriſtia- 
nity, which was not to de/iroy mens lives, but to 
ſave them. So that a Zeal that is yoid of Charity, 
and inſenſible of the Publick Good, is certainly 
| * Irregular; and when it tranſports Men beyond 
| the bounds of Meckneſs and Sobriety, 1s incon- 
ſiſtent with true Religion : and therefore to ſet 
it right, 1t muſt be temper'd with Wiſdom, and 
abound more in the 977/d and good-natur'd Aﬀetti- 
ons, than in the more vehemen? and wrathful 
Paſ}ions,which are too apt to become inordinate : 
And theſe extrayagant heats and tranſports in 
Matters of Religion, are the exceſs of Zeal, the 
miſchief whereof is too yiſible to need laying open. 
But 'twere well, if ſome Mendid not offend as 
much in the defed, as others do in the exceſs of 
Zeal ; and that the eyil of the oe, were not as 
dangerous as the miſchief of the o/her - Butalas! 
the miſeries of bh are too apparent to be either 

. "deny d or diſguisd: For 1s not ſome Men's indif- 
ference and careleſsneſs in Religion, as much 
 . ſhort of zrue Zeal, as others fierce paſſions and 
contentions are beyond it ? And is not oze of 
/ theſe too often the cauſe or occaſion of the o7her ? 
Does not Religion ſuffer as much in the Lewd- 
neſs, and want of Sobriety in /ome Men's Lives,

as by the inordingte Zeal,and unneceſſary Rigours 


of others?;. And'is not _Atheiſin the plain conſe- 
quent of the open lodſeneſs of the one, as well

"Of both theſe our unhappy Age affords but too 


many Inftances, which may teach us to avoid 
both "els Rocks,and to ſteer our Courſe between 
the fury of ſome Men's Zea), and the ſcandal of 
others Profaneneſs. 

Secondly, Another Error in Zeal, 1s when ' tis 
void of Anozledge, or ads contrary to it : this 
is a blind Zeal, whichileads Men headlong into 


_ many extrayagancies ; and this is in a great mea- 


ſure owing either to the zgnorance or ſubtlety of 
falſe 'Teacitrs, who ſeck to work on the Pa//rons 
of Men, without rightly informing their Judg- 
ment; by which means they are taught eagerly to 
contend for,oragainſt things,without underſtand- 
ing the goodneſs or badneſs of either. If you ob- 
ſerve it, you ſhall find thoſe many times the 
greateit Zealozs, that are moſt ignorant; like the 


 [cdabate fighting in the dark, and contending 


for they know not what, or why. St. Paul bore 
Record of ſome in his time, that they had a Zeal, 
but 'twas not according to knowledge - This is a 
Heat without Light, which tends rather to de- 
ſtroy, than to dire&;. true Zea/ in the Hear? 1s | 
evermore guided by a true light in the Head, it | 
begins with Knowledge, and is conducted by it; | 
| whereas 


whereas falſe Zeal begins with the AﬀeRtions; 
and commonly ends there; feldomr going any far- 
ther than an 1gnorant and violent Paſſion: : © . 


Thirdly, There 1s a counterfeit and:bypocritical . 


Zeal, which warms only the ouz-/:de, and conſiſt 
in a ſuperficial ſhew of Piety and Deyotion ;: it 
reſembles the heat of a Feaver, that ſcorches the 


. - extreme parts, but leaves the Heart cold: and un- 


_ affeted: Pone zn pettore dextram, nil calet - 
* There is no heat or warmth at all within, eyen 
when it ſeems to burn and flame moſt without. 
Of this kind was the Zeal of the Phariſees, who 
Faſted and prayed, to be ſeen of men, and did all 
their good Works meerly for Vanity and Often- 
tation ; they had no z2:zwward Princy of ſpiri- 
tual Life or Mation, but were ated meerly by 
external Motives and Inducements : ſuch are the 
ſuperficial heats of too many Zealors, who ſeem 
all on fire without, when the Heart, like Naba7's, 
1s as cold as a Stone. | | 8 
Fourthly, There'is a Temporary Zeal, which 
- - like a Vapour or Comet, appeareth for a while, 
and then vaniſbeth away : ſuch was that of Fehn, 
who drove on furiouſly for a time, and deſtroy-d 
- the Monuments of Jdolatry ; but being ſettled 
in the Kingdom, his Zea/ for Religion was at 
end, and turn'd only to his own advancement. 
Such likewiſe was the Mercenary and Selfiſh Zeal
